During the year a new text bo k for Church History classes was made available. 


It was entitled Doctrines of the Restored Church and was written by William E. Berrett, 


the author of The Restored Church which had been used oreviously. Its chief advantage 
was that it was written on the unit system and did over come some of the objections 


to the old historical tyne. 
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The annual report showed a total enrollment of 233 for this year as compared 
with 472 in the hich school; however there were ;tiil 56 wr: uates from the Sevinary 
in high school. This shows an aporoximate enrollment of 75 oer cent of the hiwh school 
students in the various Seminary clas:23e 70 students comoleted the three years of 
required work and were sruiduated Tuesizy, May 19, 1942.

Durins the year 247 students were enrolled in Senior Seminary: 109 in Old Testament, 
93 in New Testament, and 45 in Church History.
